It is the first time a Met- 
ropolitan League player has 
been chosen to represent Aust- 
ralia at this Jevel. 

Marshall, who played for 
Polonia, Richmond and More- 
land, claimed after consulting 
the Guinness Book of Records, 
to be the biggest player in the 
world.) He too weighed 16 
stone, but he was an inch taller 
than Kotzamichalis. 

Marshall, now in Poland, 
played against Kotzamichalis 
a few times when Kotzami- 
chalis was younger.

winning three league titles and 
a runners-up medal, before 
switching to Springvale where 
he has been in the senior team 
for two years. 

During that time he repre- 
sented Victoria at under 13 
(twice). under 14, 15 and 16 
levels and was in the State 
youth team that won the past 
two national championships. 

Apart from his obvious phy- 
Sical qualities, Kotzamichalis 
also reads the game well and 
distributes the ball skilfully. 
His height has enabled him to 
score five goals from corners 
for Springvale this season. 

He rates former Australian 
international Hans Petersen 
as the best coach he has had. 

“At Port Melbourne, Mr. 
Petersen taught me discipline 
and developed my skill. When I 
was young, I used to just boot 
the ball up the field. but Mr. 
Petersen encouraged me to 
push it around Tim White, the 
Victorian State coach, also 
helped me a lot, as did another 
former State junior coach, Ian 
Petherick. and also Ian Green- 
ee who's coach of Springva- 
e.”’ 

Kotzamichalis, a first-year 
accountancy student at Prah- 
ran College, hopes to join a 
National League club. He 
follows Hellas, but says he 
would join any club at which 
he felt comfortable. 


He was quick to praise his 
former Springvale team-mate, 
goalkeeper Mirko Runje, now 
with the AILS.. who is on 
Standby for the Merlion Cup 
squad. 


“‘He’s the best goalkeeper in 
Australia at youth level. He’s 
got total contre! of his area, 
he’s a big boy at 6ft- 2ins., and 
he’s solid as well,’ Kotzami- 
chalis said. 


The squad which goes to 
Singapore next month will be 
led by national youth coach 
Jim Shoulder, who picked the 
players in conjunction with 
Socceroo supremo Frank 
Arok, 


Five standby players have 
been named in case others are 
unable to make the Singapore 
trip. Those whose clubs reach 
the National League finals 
won't be able to go because the 
finals are at the same time as 
the Merlion Cup.

HOW FORCES OF BIGOTRY DRIVE | 
AWAY SOCCER’S SUPPORTERS 


Bigotry long has been one of the 
major forces working against soc- 
cer. The editorial in a recent 
Melita Eagles match programme 
hit out at some of the facets of that 
bigotry. We reprint it in full: 


WHAT is the real cause of the disappearing thou- 
sands from the soccer terraces this season? Most 
causes have been debated. We hit rock-bettom at the 
Melita Stadium against Wallongong Wolves. It is being 
predicted that our first year in the NSL would attract 
fess spectators at our home stadium than our previous 
years in the State League, 


Soccer in Australia has finally lost its credibility with 
its natural base. It took many years of negative and 
destructive journalism, it took an orchestrated and sus- 
tained attack against those people paying at the gate. 
In many direct and indirect ways they were told that 


they are sin warneu wevavoe ey Were /joud and noisy, 
they abuse the referee, they take their soccer too 
seriously, they look different and cannot speak “the 
English” 


“Australian Soccer Weekly”. the paper that should 
Know better, as late as the issue of A ugust 27, called us 
Europeans with bad habits or of ethnic background. In- 
credibly they also stated thet spectators who follow 
Rugby League, Rules and Union are essentially Austral- 
fan. These spectators don't climb the fence to attack 


referees or players — or if they do, it is a most rare 
occurrence. 


Categorising in this manner has harmed soccer no 
end, It has pigeon-holed soccer in this country as the 
unruly game watched by those foreigners. This has 
never been true, then nor now. Only a week ago in 
Bourke, NSW, a football braw! resulted in 23 charges 
being laid and police arriving wearing helmets and pro- 
tective clothing. Six children were also affected with 
noxious chemical. November 1982: Australian fast 
bowler Terry Alderman was attacked by a spectator in 
Test cricket in Perth. January 7983. 64 people were 


detained for drunkenness when fights broke out on the 
Hill and Lance Cairns was pelted with beer cans during 
@ one-day cricket match. Hooliganism and the Hill at 
the SCG have become synonymous. fn Britain, specta- 
tor violence often takes the form of gang warfare. We 
could continue to give examples. 


‘t goes to prove that the continuous bashing of mi- 
grants has finally come home to roost. We are in no 
way condoning violence or hooliganism but for 
goodness sake, stop branding migrants st soccer as 
violent or more aggressive than your normal present- 
day crowd at any other sports. 


This kind of divisiveness has characterised Soccer in 
Australia, fanned vigorously by those untouched by the 
imposition of having to change their name or having to 
add fo it to gain admission to the NSL. Well you all had 
your day. The period of fiding on our back could be 
over, or is it? Maybe the last episode is stilf to be writ- 
ten. Maybe your average district club, more concerned 
with the poker machines than with getting people back 
on the terraces will keep changing the format of the 
NSL until they have us alf watching the oval bail. 
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Richard Miranda of Brunswick-Juventus 
has everything it takes to develop into 
Australia’s new Ray Richards. 


Richards. who played for 
Marconi, APIA, Sydney 
Coratia, Hollandia (Qld) and 
Latrobe (QId). still is re- 
membered as the man with 
the long throw.

Miranda, like Richards, is 
a defensive midfielder and

But his career has been 
hampered by a ‘‘tough man” 
tag hung on him by opposing 
fans, who treat him with hos- 
tility.

Todd scored the winning goal, offered 
himself for every ball, always got the 
position in his battle with Shaun Parton, 
turned with lightning speed after trapping 
it and earned a 10 rating by being an ever- 
relrable avenue to goal 

These Newcstle players aren’t even re- 
ceiving match payments, so their triumph 
ranks as probably the most remarkable in 
the history of the Cup competition.

Liverpool 
rejected 
by Clint 
Gosling! 


New Zealand and New- 
castle goalkeeper Clint Gos- 
ling still blames himself for a 
youthful decision which 
probably stopped him from 
‘becoming custodian for one 
of England’s great soccer 
teams. 


The 24-year-old Gosling trialled with 
First Division champion Liverpool nine 
years ago and was offered a contract by 
club manager Bob Paisley. 

“‘I was cold and homesick for New Zea- 
eh and decided to reject the offer,’’ he 
sai 

“It was only a few seasons later that the 
first team keeper Ray Clemence left the 
club which looked aroud for another 
player before signing Bruce Grobbelaar to 
fill the vacancy.”’ 

Gosling was born in Liverpool and mi- 
grated to New Zealand at the age of five 
with his parents. 

He gained part compensation last week- 
end when he was invited by New Zealand 
national coach Allan Jones to join the Kiwi 
squad to tour England and Scotland next 
month. 

Gosling is in his fourth season with 
Newcastle after being brought to Aust- 
ralia by former Newcstle KB coach Alan 
Vest. 


He completed the 1983 season with the 
best recard of any goalkeeper in the 
national league when he conceded only 26 
goals in 30 games, one less than national 
keeper Terry Greedy- 


Gosling was selected as a teenager in 
the New Zealand team to contest the 1978 
President’s Cup in Singapore and was 
chosen the following year in the national 
youth team to take part in the Oceania 
Zone World Youth Championship quali- 
fying rounds. 

Jones spent three days in Australia to 
watch the form of Gosling with Newcastle 
Rosebud and Richard Wilson with Make- 
donia in Melbourne. 


“There are no problems with the 
current keepers but New Zealand is a 
small country and I can’t afford to miss 
anyone,” Jones said. 


“Every player must be looked at, espe- 
cially young players of the future like Gos- 
ling.” 

Jones will take a squad of 18 players, in- 
cluding two goalkeepers, on an eight-game 
four week tour of England and Scotland 
between mid-October and mid-November. 


New Zealand will play matches against 
Glasgow Rangers and England B, the 
same teams Australian will meet during 
its tour in November 


“We have two matches in Scotland and 
play England at Nottingham Forest's 
ground. The tour is important because 
there are only 13 months to the first of the 
1986 World Cup qualifying matches and 
then the battle will be on,’’ said Jones. 


The New Zealand coach was highly im- 
pressed with the standard of play when he 
visited the National Under 13 and Under 16 
championships. 


“Australia’s future is secure with 
players like these, providing the devel- 
opment can be properly linked with coach- 
ing,’’ he added

sters are being rushed into the big-time

Including mine, as I 
have been pretty pleased 
in recent years by the 
emergence of talented 
Aussies of the ilk of Da- 
vidson, Farina, Franken, 
Crino, Soper etc.

guarantee the fashioning 
of good quality players, 
only cheap ones, and I’m 
not entirely sure such 
restrictions On imports 
improves our soccer. 

In fact I’m sure it does 

not because now, 
coinciding in other words 
with a period when the 
least amount of imports 
is being used in Austral- 
jan soccer's recent his- 
tory, the standard of our 
game is a lot lower than 
ever before. 
Simply, a quota system 
is a toothless measure 
without a grand and fut- 
uristic coaching scheme 
to go with it. 

Maybe some of us — 
too many of us to be 
sure — are under the im- 
pression that those half a 
million junior players 
provide some bottomless 


well of future inter- 
nationals but that notion 
is tragically way off the 
mark. 

Those juniors play. 
week in and week out, 
egged on by parents and 
conscientious officials, 
will continue to play so 
long as Rugby or Aussie 
Rules remain ‘too vio- 
lent’’ for mum or dad. 

But the juniors aren't 
being coached, and don’t

I 
suggest the national coach, 
Frank Arok, should come to 
Queensland and meet some of 
the players as he obviously 
doesn't know them,” Queens- 
land Soccer Federation boss 
Alderman Ian Brusasco said. 

Brusasco said ‘J. Stewart’’ 
was the name on the list of 
national squad players he re- 
ceived last week¥ 

He reported the incident to 
the ASF's executive meeting 
last weekend, but Arok and 
ASF secretary Brian Emery 
disagreed over which brother 
had been chosen 

“T asked them if they were 
aware that there were two 
Stewarts in the Lions team and 
had they definitely selected 
John,"’ Brusasco said. 

“Arok was not sure and 
Emery said he thought it was 
Russell. I suggested they 
check it very carefully.” 

Brisbane Lions officials said 
the incident was extremely 
embarrassing for their play- 
ers. 

“It should have been check- 
ed before the squad was 
named and made clear in any 
releases,’’ Lions secretary 
Lawrence Oudendyk said. 

Bruasasco said it appeared 
Arok didn’t know the Queens- 
land players.

The settling-in period is 
over and Yakka Banovic 
has started producing the 
form that demands atten- 
tion from national coach 
Frank Arok. Banovic de- 
finitely should be included 
for the tour of China and 
Europe. 

Banovic himself has admit- 
ted that it has taken him time 
to re-adjust to the Australian 
style of soccer and more spe- 
cifically to tune in with the 
way Croatia plays at the back. 

And given that explanation, 
it follows that if Banovic even-

© Ron Cavagnino is in his 
first year as chairman of the 
soccer committee of Club 
Marconi. He’s married, with 
@ 10-year-old daughter and 
two-year-old son, and works 
as an official agent for NSW 
lotteries. Cavagnino was 
born in Italy and came to 
Australia when he was 8. He 
played Rugby League as a 
kid and admits to once 
thinking that “soccer was 4 
game for sissies.” He view 
changed when on a working 
holiday in 1965, he went to 
England and was entranced 
by the fervor and fanaticism 
of the fans at a Liverpool v 
West Ham game. On his 
return he started foltowing 
Marconi which was in 
Second Division, and has 
been involved with the club 
ever since. He spent four 
years on the board of direct- 
ors of Club Marconi from 
1972 and returned a couple 
of years ago. He was on the 
board of the soccer com- 
mittee last year and became 
chairman of that committee 
in October, 1983.

We need the best six 
teams from the Australian 
Conference and the best six 
fram the National Confer- 
ence all playing against each 
other on a simple home-and- 
away basis in the one league. 
When we played Wollongong 
away from home there were 
about 150 people at the 
game. | believe that teams 
noi strong enough financially 
and in terms of playing stan- 
dard shouldn't be in the 
National League. Let them 
go into a Second Division 
with a regionalised format to 
cut travel costs, until they 
prove themeseles.” 


But would an elite league 
bring back the fans? 


“Yes, provided the stan- 
dard of soccer is good 
enough. People want to see 
the best. We're in 1984 and 
people no longer will accept 
a low standard of enter- 
tainment,"” 


Many soccer fans, in- 
cluding this writer, are dis- 
mayed (o discover that after 
a gruelling league season, 
the teams finishing on top of 
the Australian and National 
Conferences receive no rec- 
ognition this year as 
champion teams.

Michelini, a founder member of the club, moved 
at the first general meeting that the club be named 
after Guglielne Marconi, the famous Italian who 
invented the wireless. 


The motion was quickly accepted by those at the meeting. The link 


> with the famous inventor is still strong today, and the Marconi emblem 


displays a radio tower, 

The name was confirmed on November 28, 1957, in the minutes of 
the meeting hald in a small shed on a vacant piece of land in Trivett St. 
Horsley Park, it was noted: “Moved by Mr Michelini and seconded by Mr 
Fiorelli, that the name of the club — Club Marconi of Bosley Park Social 

| Recreation and Sporting Centre Limited -— be confirmed and that the 
name be the official name of the club all the time.” 

Oscar Michelini was also the man who headed the building sub-com- 
mittee, which was responsible for supervising the construction of the 
first part of the building at a cost of $120,000. Other members of the 
committee were Mr C. Crestani, F. Zadro and Provino Sartor. 

From a small and almost insignificant looking building, the shed rose 
into a magnificent edifice after an extension was carried out in the six- 
ties. The new section of the club was opened on November 24, 1962. 

Land surrounding the club w§as also bought, extending the club's 

? ownership to more than 22 acres of land. 
/ Some years later, Marconi Club succeeded with an application to the 
} municipal council to change the name of Middle Rd to Marconi Road. 

Only two years after the official opening of the club, a youth 
soccer team was formed. The first president wes Felice Zadro, 
while the other promoters of the idea included Lorenzo Sartoret- 
to, Luciano Morassut, Gluseppe Cessario, Angelo Cattarin and 
Dennis Munari. 

In 1961, Antonio Fornasier became president of the youth club and 
| also took the position of representative of Marconi soccer club in the 
} Southern Districts Soccer Association. Armando Del Caro was the first 
coach of the side the same year and was largely responsible for the 

success of the team. 

With Del Caro stil! in charge, Marconi became a member of the NSW 

1 Soccer Federation, leaving a team of juniors to represent Marconi in the 
Southern Districts Soccer Association.

Its first season in the NSWF was highly successful. Marconi won the 
First Division amateur championship by eight points. It won also the 
Amateur Cup, beating none other than Sydney-Austral at Wentworth 
Park in front of 15,000 spectators! 


The following year, Marconi appointed a new coach, Mario Danieli. 
The team managed to stay in the Second Division surviving a drop into 
the amateur ranks. Marconi managed to win the Coni Cup beating APIA 
reserves 2-0 at Marconi Oval. 


Tiko Jelisavcic, the highly successful Yugal player, came to 
coach Marconi in 1965, but could not save Marconi from drop-

ping back to amateur ranks. In 1966, the coaching position 
changed again, but this time Joe Vasavary managed to bring the 
team back into the NSW-SF Second Division. 


In 1967, Marconi soccer club became an independent body, com- 
pletely detached from the Social Club taking the name of Marconi 
Southern Districts Soccer Football Club. The first president was Mr Joe 
Morizzi, while Luciano, Marson became the first vice-president. 


The club continued its good form and Mr Vasvary was signed to con- 
tinue as coach for another season. Fifth place in the competition was the 
club's most successful achievement in the Secand Division. 


Les Scheinflug decided to quit Prague and move to Marconi in 1969, 
certainly a move that started a new era at Bosley Park, Marconi won the 
Second Division championship (1970} and became a member of the 
First Division of the NSW-SF championships. 


In 1972, under the coaching of Rale Rasic, Marcon! won the

The following year, Rale Rasic managed to carry off the first major 
jecess for Marconi.

In the following three years, Marconi was always among the leaders, 
ut had to battle with such giants of soccer as St George, Hakoah and 
PIA. 


This proved a tall order for the Marconi team despite the presence of 
dented players as well as some of the most experienced men in soccer.

In 1977, the club entered the Philips League, the first national soccer 
sompetition in this country, and finished second on goal difference to 
sydney-based Hakoah-Eastern Suburbs. 


Rale Rasic, the coach of the very successful side in 1977, must still be 
iaving nightmares of that terrible day when Marconi was beaten in the 
irst round by Adelaide Juventus 4:0. Marconi couldn't turn the tables on 
\delside City in a return match in Adelaide, while Hakoah managed to 
seat City twice that year. 


So despite its great win over Hakoah (4:2) and a drawn game in their 
‘econd encounter, Marconi couldn't match the goal difference missing 
jut by four goals to win top spot 


In the Philips Cup, Marconi ousted the champions Eastern Suburbs-

Les Scheinflug already has 
tasted success at Marconi so 
his optimism, approaching 
the national finals of the 1984 
NSL, is based on experience.

Should Marconi win the 
championship this year it 
will go a fong way to erasing 
the memory of Scheinflug’s 
sacking as national coach. 
But it won’t completely blot 


Hakoah In the first round, showing once again its superiority over the 
team from Bondi. Marconi followed with a graat win over Canberra City 
(5:1), then a memorable 3:2 win over Fitzroy in Melbourne despite two 
setbacks during the game. 


In the final, Marconi had to travel to Brisbane to play Brisbane City. 
The game finished 1:1 and went into extra time. After the game was 
drawn, penalties were taken and the Brisbane team proved more suc- 
cessful. It was a sad end for the team that was twice successful against 
Brisbane City in the championship, winning 1:0 on both occasions! 


The following year, Marconi bowed out in the first round of the Philips 
Cup and penalties were the cause of departure again! Beaten by the 
strongest NSW State League team, Croatia, Marconi now had only one 
goal — winning the Philips League. 


Halfway through the championship, Marconi was miles in front of the 
second-placed team, and no one doubted the ability of Marconi to stay 
at the top but it was not to be the year. 


Six points in front after 12 rounds, Marconi experienced the 
worst slump in its existence to finish fourth. In the top four com- 
petition, Marconi was soundly beaten by Easts-Hakosh in the 
Grand Final to finish off a bitter season for the Fairfield team. 


But that experience was soon forgotten for in 1979, Marconi won the 
National League championship. It was a great year for the club. Coach 
Les Scheinflug won the soccer press association's Coach of tha Year 
award, lvo Prskalo was named Player of the Year, Eddie Krncevic was 
named under-21 Player of the Year, while Mark Jankovics and Peter 
Sharne, the “Fairfield Flyer’, both were named in the National League 
Team of the Year. 


Marconi won the championship by four points from Heidelberg Alex- 
ander and was to finish on top of the Melbourne-based club again the 
following year — this time in the fina! of the 1980 Philips Cup — but 
not before a nailbiting O-O draw in the final in Melbourne. The replay, at 
Marconi Stadium, saw the home team completely dominate the Victor- 
ians, running out comfortable 3-0 victors. Gary Byrne, Krncevic and 
Sharne were the scorers, 


The Marconi team that night, with player ratings, was: Maher 3 
— Prskalo& — Brogan 7, MuirS, Henderson 8 — Cant 8, Byme 
8, Raskopoulos 7 — Shame 8, Jankovics 8, Krncevic 8. 

Marconi finished 4th in the league in 1980, slumped to 14th in 1981, 
its lowest ever NSL finish, 10th in 1983 then Sth last year. 

Its coaches in the NSL have been: Rale Rasic (1977, 78); Les Scheinf- 
lug (1979, 80, 84); Raul Blanco (1981); Luciano Nesti (1981); Dom 
Kapetanovic (1982): Doug Collins (1983); and Tony Henderson (1983).

out the pain that action 
brought to a man who had 
captained Australia, then 
coached it from 1981 until 
March, 1984, achieving some 
freat results in the process. 

“T took on the job with one 
major aim — to bring some 
credibility back to our 
national team and I really 
believe that I helped to bring 
credibility back to Austral- 
ian soccer. Look at the 
youngsters 1 took to last 
year’s World Youth Cup 
finals in Mexico. Almost 
every one of these lads now 
are established National 
League players. 

“Look, don't get me 
wrong. I sincerely hope that 
the people in charge of the 
national team are successful 
and make it to the World Cup 
finals. But I hope that Frank 
Arok doesn’t make the same 
mistake so many national 
coaches make and allow 
others to tell him which club 
or which country he should 
play against just because the 
ASF can arrange for that 
club or country to come here 
cheaply. 

“Frank Arok has to stand 
up and tell the ASF which 
teams he wants to play 
against. He has to be allowed 
to map out his own program 
to prepare us for World Cup 


mes. 

‘And while we're talking 
about the World Cup, let me 
say right here and now that I 
believe NZ will be up there 
again.” 

Okay, enough of the 
national team. Let’s get 
back to Marconi. Why did 
Scheinflug take on the job 
late last year? 


“I felt that there were 
some very good young 
players there and Marconi’s 
a solid club which could give 
me the opportunity to work 
and to build. Also, I live 
about five minutes away 
from the club so it’s vir- 
tually on my doorstep and 
travel isn’t a problem. 


“Ron Cavagnino (the 
chairman) is the man I 
mainly deal with and we get 
on just great together.

“All I said to Ron was that

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@ Marconi coach Les Scheinflug is a legendary figure in 
Australian soccer. He captained the national team, scoring 
Australia’s first ever goal in the World Cup (against North 
Korea in 1965), was assistant conch to Rafe Rasic in 1974 when 
the Socceroos reached the World Cup final in West Germany, 
was assistant coach to Rudi Gutendorf and replaced Gutendorf 
as national coach in 1981. Under Scheinflug, the Socceroos 
won 14 games, draw 7 and Jost five. For reasons best known to 
the ASF’s World Cup committee, Scheinflug was sacked last 
March and Frank Arok appointed national coach. Scheinflug 
was bom in Yugoslavia but went to Germany with his parents

played with Prague for 11 years and was captain-coach of Mar- 
coni in 1969 and 1970. His coaching record in the NSL Is: 1977 

— coached Brisbane Lions to 10th;1978 — coached Adelaida 
City Juventus to 10th and beaten finalist in Philips Cup; 1979 

— coached Marconi to NSL championship; 1980 — coached 
Marconi to 4th and won Philips Cup. He was appointed late fast 
year for his third term as coach of Marconi.

Statistics, let's examine the tol- 
towing figures of what has hap- 
pened in financial return since the 
Pools began in Victoria in October 
1974 

In the 10-year period the Pools 
have been operating, a total of 
$105.517,905 has gone into 
Government coffers throughout 
Australia Of this total. NSW 
gained $51 698.321, Queensland 
$28 844.527. Victoria $17,651, 
998 Tasmania $3.273,501 and 
South Australia $2,956,022. 

We have had a total income of 
$346 million in that decade and it 
is now developing into a hard 
fight to keep it up, said Beitzel. 

Pools punters have decreased 
in recent years following the in- 
troduction of Lotto, instant Lot- 
teries and other legalised gamb- 
ling in NSW and Tattsiotte in Vic- 
toria, and Lotto in Queensland_ 

In fact, Tattslotto is running at a 
turnover of about $500 million a 
year in Victoria, compared. with 
less than $1 million nationwide 
for the Pools. 

‘The 32.5 percent taken by the 
Governments is the highest figure 
paid in soft gambling to any Gov 
ernment in Australia,” Beitzel 
said. 

However, the Governments are 
quick to use the money. Some use 
it on sport — all sport — while 
some put it into consolidated rev- 
enue. On the average, govern- 
ments allocate two thirds of the 
Pools money to sport 

“That is a pretty big contri- 
bution to general sport around 
Australia,"" said Beitzel.
